This will be 
dune in older to find oui Ibo exact 
need for medical men ai ihe front at 
the present time. 

In response to the persistent ap- 
peals lor medical service overseas, 
and also to the desire to serve in this 
great war emergency by putting their 
technical (raining where it would be 
of the greatest value, the members of 
the class of Medicine '17, in November 
of last year, petitioned the Faculty of 
Medicine, asking that Ihe course re- 
quired for the Fifth year be extended 
on through the summer mon. lis. At 
this lime the Faculty did not consider 
the demand urgent enough to warrant 
so radical a change in the medical 
curriculum. 

Demand l'or .Médical Service. 

Since last November, however, the 
situation has changed considerably.! 
and to-day, instead ol' a lessening of 
ihe demand for medical service, il has 
become increasingly great. 

Realizing Ibis fact, the class of 
Medicine IT again approached the 
Faculty with a similar request. This 
was discussed al a Faculty meeting 
on January 8lh, and a committee ap- 
pointed lo thoroughly investigate from 
the proper authorities the real ur- 
gency of the situation, 

This committee has adopted the 
course of action slated above. 

The authorities at Ottawa have or- 
dered u census to be taken of all the 
available medical men for overseas 
service, and i. is expecled that a defi- 
nite reply will be forthcoming in the 
very near future. 

The Medical Faculties of both To- 
ronto and Queen's Universities have 
the same question under considera- 
tion, although no definite action has 
yet been taken. 

While feeling keenly about gelling 
into active service at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, the students are full) 
aware of ihe difficulties that will be 
present ir such a course were given, 
not so much for themselves, but for 
the members of the teachiug staff of 
the University,

Lieutenant-Colonel Yates 



J. M. Atkins, isns Robson street, 
Vancouver, B.C., lias received ofricial 
advices slating that his son, Lieut. 
Basil Elmo Atkins, Al ts "13, who has 
been serving with tho 7th Battalion, 
North Staffordshire Regiment, B.E.P., 
bus been wounded. No particulars of 
Lieut. Atkins' injuries arc given, but 
news despatches have related how the 
gallant Staffords covered the evacua- 
tion of the Gallipoli peninsula by the 
Allied forces, and it is assumed that 
he was wounded at that time. Lieut. 
Atkins was at Oxford when war was 
declared, but forsook his studies for 
the field as soon as the call went 
forth. 

Second Lieut. Louis Ferdinand Keg- 
nard, Sci. '15, is reported wounded in 
a recent British casualty list. He is a 
McGill man. who left tho class of Sci- 
ence - ir. after tho session of 1911-15, 
and joined the Royal Engineers at the 
outbreak of war. Ho obtained his 
commission in November, 1915. He 
completed his training at Chatham, 
England, and was a year ago posted 
i to the 63rd Field Company, 9th Scot- 
tish Division, at Aldershot. During 
the summer he went lo the front. 



The death of Lieut.-Col. Henry Brydges Yates marks the 
first break which has been made in the long list of members of the 
teaching staff of the University who are on active service, as well 
as the first in the personnel of No. 0 Canadian General Hospital, 
the McGill unit which has done such splendid work among the 
wounded in France. 

Lieut.-Col. Yates was a man in whom the qualities of good- 
nature, ability, and good judgment, were most happily blended. 
While an undergraduate in Medicine at McGill, he began to show 
in a marked manner the traits which in after life stood him in such 
good stead, and gained for him the respect and friendship of so 
many. Fond of athletics, and anxious to do anything which might 
advance the interests of the student body, he was very naturally 
found on the football team of the University, and occupying offices 
in various other undergraduate organizations. Each of these 
recognized in him a man whose services were of great worth. In 
athletics he was possessed of a remarkable enthusiasm, and it was 
this enthusiasm, carried into tho pursuits of after-life, which 
gained for him such widespread recognition as a model citizen and 
true soldier. 

After leaving the University. Lîcut.-Coï. Yates retained his 
connection with Old McGill in many ways, but in none more promi- 
nently than in the field of athletics. Promoters and leaders of 
the athletic side of college life found in him a friend, who was 
always ready to lend his assistance in one way or another. The 
services which he rendered towards the placing of intercollegiate 
football in Canada on a proper basis were of great benefit, and the 
Yates Cup, given to promote competition in the Intercollegiate 
Rugby Football Union, will form a lasting remembrance of the 
devoted interest taken by Lieut.-Col. Yates in the fostering of 
clean, healthy sport in Canadian Universities. As a lecturer in 
bacteriology in the Faculty of Medicine, and as a graduate possess- 
ing unfailing interest in all phases of activity, of the Univer- 
sity, Lieut.-Col. Yates sought to keep in touch with all that went 
on at his Alma Mater. Any duties he was called upon to perform, 
any tasks which fell to his lot, he always fulfilled cheerfully and 
diligently. 

Lieut.-Col. Yates' military experience, begun as assistant 
medical officer in the Militia, and continued through twenty-two 
.years in the medical services, was immediately offered to the auth- 
orities upon the outbreak of war. For several months he was 
engaged in the direction of medical work in this Division. Al- 
though his duties in this connection were onerous, and necessitated 
the expenditure of a large measure of his time and attention, they 
were discharged with so much thoroughness and ability as to call 
forth special commendation from Headquarters. 

When No. 3 Canadian General Hospital was raised, Lieut.-Col. 
Yates, because of his experience and the aptitude which he had 
shown towards the fulfillment of such duties, was created Com- 
pany Officer of the unit, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, sec- 
ond in command. As Company Officer, he was called upon to 
attend to matters which required a grasp of detail and the exercise 
of good judgment at all times. Few were better qualified for the 
office, or could have carried out its requirements with greater 
satisfaction to all. Numerous letters received from members of 
the Hospital bear witness to the popularity of "The Big Chief" (as 
he was often affectionately called) with both patients and per- 
sonnel. Towards one and all he showed a thoughtfulncss and 
consideration, which gained for him a high place in their regard. 

Lieut.-Col. Yates will long be remembered at McGill as a 
kindly, courteous gentleman, as a citizen who served his commun* 
ity well and faithfully, and as a soldier who laid down his lift 
nobly in the endeavor to give of the best he had for the benefit of 
his Empire and his fellow-men. 



Dr. Hyman Livinsstone, Med. '10, Is 
the latest McGill man to receive re- 
cognition because of his services at 
the front.

Latter- 
ly, ho has been serving as a captain in 
I tho R.A.M.C., and has been twice 
! mentioned in despatches by Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French for distinguished 
; service. Capt. Lightstone is a brother 
of Madame Pauline Scvellhac (Mme. 
IDonalda). 1 ho Canadian operatic 
I singer and distinguished graduate of 
the Uoyal Victoria College. Ho is a 
son of Michael Lightstone, a Russian 
Jew, who came to Canada in 1S72. A 
brother, Gordon Lightstone, Is serving 
with the Canadian Medicals at Saloni- 
ka, while Abraham, another brother, 
holds the rank of corporal in tho 
Army Service Corps.

"A Real Good Boy," His Cor- 
poral Calls McGill Science 
Student. 



Herbert S. Everett, Arts '16. now 
with the Oth C.M.R., writes thanking 
his class for the Christmas present 
which they sent him. 

"Please convey to my old class- 
mates ot Arts '10 my appreciation of 
their kiuduets in remembering mc at 
Christmas time. The very useful 
drinking cup arrived the other day, 
and, believe me, 1 was more than 
pleased lo get it. It is, indeed, very 
gratifying to know that those loft at 
MeGIll are thinking ot us out here. 

"Perhaps you would like to hear 
something about the Oth C.M.R., and 1 
win try to give you a short account 
of Us doings, and more particularly 
of those of the 2nd C.M.K. Brigade. 

"The Oth mobilized at Amherst, 
N.S., last winter, and. after a few 
months spent there, moved to Valear- 
llcr, and joined the Ith and 5th, mak- 
ing up the 2nd C.M.R. llrigadc under 
Col. Charles Smart. After our train- 
ing was completed in Valcartler 
\vc sailed for England, arriving there 
after au uneventful ten days' passage. 
Wo were camped near Shorncliffe, 
which Is part of Folkestone, quite u 
famous summer resort. About the 
1st of October wc sailed for France, 
having volunteered lo go to the front 
dismounted. Wc were In billets not far 
. from the firing line for about two 
weeks, and then each troop spent 
twenty-four hours in the treuches to 
get used to the routine. Since that 
lime we have spent two weeks in re- 
serve and front line trenches, and the 
rest of the time w c supplied working 
parties, which took us usually to the 
front line at night. Wc were part of 
the Corps Troops, and so had no regu- 
lar tours to do in the trenches. It 
was quite evident that our cavalry or- 
ganization was very awkward when 
taking over trenches, etc., so it was 
decided lo turn us into regular infan- 
try, and this has now been accom- 
plished. The 1st and 2nd C.M.R. 
Brigades have been re-organized into 
one infantry brigade, and in this re- 
organization the 3rd and Oth Regi- 
ments have lost their identity and been 
absorbed by the older regiments.. Our 
squadron, B, from New Brunswick, 
has been attached, with the M.G. sec- 
tion, to the 1th C.M.R. as the nu- 
cleus of a fourth company. 

Regiment Broken Ûp; 

"So this New Year's Day is not a 
particularly happy one to us of the 
poor old 6th. Wc dislike very much 
to sec our regiment broken up and 
dispersed through no fault of our own. 
But, of course, it is for the good of 
the cause generally, so we must 
make the best of it. Wc arc to go 
through a six weeks' Infantry sylla- 
bus, and then will take our place as 
the Sth Infantry (C.M.R.) Brigade of 
the Third Division. 

"I was very much pleased to seo a 
copy of The Daily, with the names of 
all McGill grads. undergrade, and past 
students who have volunteered for 
overseas service. Wc arc nil proud 
of the showing .McGill has made, and 
those of Arts '16 are proud of their 
uld class, which has not been found 
wanting. I am the only undcrgrad 
in the 6th, but there arc two Science 
grads, while in the Oth no less than 
five of the class of '10 arc to be found, 
Lieut. Ed. Chauvin, Sergs. Joe Harold 
and Ed. Barrett, and Corps. Ralston 
and Charlie Martin; tbey arc all well, 
and I see thctn quite often. There are 
live or six more McGill men in the 
5th. among them Sergt. Paul Clark, 
Arts '15. and Corp. Jess of the same 
year. Col. Baker, commanding that 
regiment, is a McGill graduate. In 
the 4th, the only undcrgrad I know is 
Bishop, of Med. '18. 

"I met Howard Cliff, or Arts '10, in 
England; he was in the P.P.C.L.l. 
then, but has since obtained a com- 
mission, and is at present in Egypt, I 
believe with the Northumberland 
Fusiliers. Homer Malthcwson, of 
Arts '12, has also taken out a com- 
mission in K's Army, dimming, of 
Med. 'lo, was attached to our regiment 
tor about a week while our M.O. was 
sick. Freddie Donald, Arts '10, Is 
over here, and (ho last I heard 
of him he was as energetic as ever. 
Prof. Rose is In the Intelligence De- 
partment in London. I saw Hob Gil- 
mour the other day; he with Jack 
Copeland, Arts '10. Rolfc Strut hers, 
and the MacKcnzle brothers, of Med., 
arc In the 0th Field Ambulance, which 
is not far from here. 

"Tho weather here is not bad at all 
now; very little cold weather so far, 
but quite a lot of rain, which makes 
it bad in the trenches. Wc have been 
in billets for over two weeks, and, of 
course, will remain here while taking 
the infantry course. I have had a 
couple of courses in grenade work, 
which I find very interesting and ex- 
citing. Glad to hoar that Major Ma- 
gee is to raise a battalion; the CO. 
T.C. has certainly done great work. 

"Well, as dinner Is. nearly ready, I 
must slop writing. We won't be quite 
as jolly over Ibis New Year's dinner 
as we were over the Christmas one, 
which was quiie a "spread," turkey, 
etc, Out here each comriny Is bil- 
leted separately, and has a separate 
mess. 

"Remember me very kindly to all 
the class, and especially to iho worthy 
members of Arts and Medicine Tj. 
May you all have the best of success 
la your final exams and bring the 



The University Daily Missourian 
publishes the following letter from 
Pte. Leonard F. Williams, Sci. 'IS, who 
went overseas with the Fourth Uni- 
versities Company: 

"Wc arc on brigade duty this week, 
and no leaves arc given. Wc supply 
all the pickets, guards and fatigue men 
for this week. I have been on picket j 
duty twice, eight hours at a stretch. 
Last night f was on guard at the Folk- 
stone waterworks from 2.30 p.m. yes- 
terday till 9 a.m. to-day. Wo are two : 
hours on guard and four off. As it j 
rained heavily all the time, I was glad , 
when the relief turned up. Picket duty 
is similar to police work— quelling 
rows, etc. 

"Ever since we arrived the w eather 
has been wet— In mud up to our ankles 
most of the time on the parade ground. 
Wc are quartered in big huts, about 2,r> 
to a hut— rather crowded, but com- 
fortable. The hut is under control of 
a corporal' Wc sleep on boards raised 
on two stands, a mattress full of straw 
on top of that, then four blankets. We 
(certainly need all the blankets, ài It 
I gets very cold sometimes. 

"Next week wc start shooting on the 
ranges at Hytho, about eight miles 
from here; have to walk there and 
back, carrying rubber sheet, blanket 
and mess tin. Doesn't sound much, 
but weighs nearly a ton about 6 p.m. 

"Wc were paid to-day, and I am the 
richer by 3 pounds sterling. I think 
they are skinning us, as 3 pounds is : 
not worth $15. Anyway, wc are not I 
supposed to be here for the money, j 

"There are a lot of wounded soldiers j 
here, some very badly cut. up, so wc 
have a good idea of what we arc run- 
ning against. I am a private. There 
are a lot of engineers in the company, 
civil and electrical being in the ma- 
jority."

MULLET IX HEART. 

Among the wounded in the Norfolk 
und Norwich Hospital is a young 
soldier with a shrapnel bullet in his 
heart. He is Corporal R. M. Leydcn, 
of the 7th Northumberland Fusiliers. 
His extraordinary wound was re- 
ceived just after the advance at Loos. 
It was afterward found in hospital 
that his case was of peculiar interest 
from a surgical standpoint. The bul- 
let had passed through tho lung and 
v/as imbedded in the muscle of the 
heart. There Ihc surgeons decided lo 
leave It, for the good reason that the 
patient is clearly getting better. It is 
on record that a bullet was removed 
from a soldiers heart at a French 
hospital, but the patient died three 
days after the operation.

Lieut. -Col. Yates had been connect- 
ed with military work for a period ot 
22 years, and, curiously enough, dur» 
Ing nearly the w hole of that time In 
association with Col. Blrkett. When 
Lieut.-Col. Yates entered tho Army 
Medical Services in lS9t, it was as as- 
sistant to Colonel Birkett, who was 
then medical officer of the 3rd Vic- 
toria Rifles. On Colonel Birkctt's re- 
tirement from the post In 1901, Lieut.- 
Col. Yates succeeded him as medical 
officer, and held that office until his 
death. 

Was A. l>. SI. S. Here. 

When war broko out. Lieut. -Col. 
Yates was as his summer residence. 
"Gaywood," at Cacouna. Col. Bivl.ctt 
was then acting assistant director ot 
Medical Services for Mils division. wMb 
headquarters at Montreal. Ilia duties 
as Dean uf the Faculty of Medicine at 
McGill began in October, and it was 
necessary that !•,■.• relinquish lil.t post 
at headquarters. Naturally enough, ho 
recommended Lieut.-Col. Yi.f\s as his 
successor, and be was July appointed. 
He entered upon his duties w ith z?al 
and vigor, and performed tasks which 
called for a great deal of hard work, 
executive ability and good judgment 
so creditably as to elicit special praise 
and commendation from his superiors. 
During his administration he directed 
all the medical work in connection 
with the raising and equipping of the 
22nd and 21th Battalions, the 5th Can- 
adian Mounted nines. Ihc 27th flat- 
tery, C. F. A., the 42nd Highlanders. 
1st Canadian Reserve Park, Borden 
Armoured Battery, No. I Stationary 
and No. 3 General Hospitals. When 
the last-named unit, was organized. 
Lieut.-Col. Yates accepted the post of 
second in command and company of- 
ficer, again under Colonel Birkelt. He 
served with the Hospital in France 
until his removal to England in No- 
vember. 

A I nuioub Footballer. 

The death of Lieut.-Col. Yates marks 
the passing of one of McGIM's great 
footballers of the early nineties. I'o 
was for several years a valued mem- 
ber of the senior football team, and 
helped the Red and While lo win the 
championship of the Quebec Rità'by 
Football Union in 1S90. He was at 
that time also president of the Ku&by 
Club. A photograph of this eeielhiif- 
ed team, presented to the Athletic As- 
sociation "with the compliments of Dr. 
Yates," hangs in the lounge room of 
the McGill Union. Later, Dr. Y.uos 
presented the Yates Cup, now bold by 
the University of Toronto, as emble- 
matic of tho championship of Hi? In- 
tercollegiate Rugby Football Un! i.;. 
With the laic Lord Ava and Mr. Mor- 
ton Paton, he presented a silver kettle 
to the Montreal Ladies' Curling Chili 
for competition, and afterwards gave 
the Ava medal lo the same club. Lt.- 
Col. Yates held office on ihc executive 
of the Canadian Amateur Skating As- 
sociation, and was one of the original 
trustees of the Allan Hockey Cup. 

When ho went overseas with No. 3. 
General Hospital, Lieut.-Col. Yates re- 
alized tho importance of providing 
amusements for the men nf his unit 
when off duty. lie therefore early In 
l he summer organized working com- 
mittees to take charge of the different 
games— tenuis, baseball; football and 
cricket, lie stimulated further inter- 
est In these sports by initiating com- 
petitions and by giving prizes. Occa- 
sionally, Lieut. -Col. Yates took part in 
these contests. One feature of his 
work In this connection In France was 
the arranging of a series of baseball 
games with the Harvard medical men 
from the 22nd General Hospital sta- 
tioned nearby. 

Lieut.-Col. Yates was in politics a 
Conservative. Ho was a Freemason 
and a member of the Church of Eng- 
land. He belonged lo various clubs In 
the city. 

There survive a wife, Alice Mary, 
only daughter of ihc lato C. W. Bunt- 
ing, M.P.. of Toronto; one son, Pte. 
Montagu Yates, bugler with No. 3 Can- 
adlun General Hospital, and one 
daughter. Miss Emily Yates. Mrs. 
Yates and Miss Yates were with Lt.- 
Col. Yates when he passed away. 

FlagH were flying al hàlf-mast on 
the University buildings as a mark of 
respect for Lieut.-Col. Yates. A mem- 
orial service will bo held in Christ 
Church Cathedral.

Slight details of the manner in 
which Pte. James B. Mawdsley, Sci. 
'17, was wounded are supplied in a 
letter from Corporal Oscar Harvey, a 
Queen's man, serving with the P-P.C. 
L.I. Corporal Harvey states the Al- 
lies have plenty of ammunition now, 
and tl.ry look far a big drive in thu 
spring. His letter, under date of Jan- 
uary 3, rcuih, as follows: 

"Just a rew lines to let you know 
how things arc going. I spent Christ- 
mas in Belgium, and we were up there 
digging support trenches, which, in a 
way, is very dangerous work. We 

were south of Y . Wc were lucky; 

wc only had three casualties— one of 
thorn killed and another one of my 
section, a real good boy (Wawdsley) 
wounded', shot through the nose and 
down through the mouth— a bad one. 

"That is what makes one sick— to 
sec one of your friends suddenly 
throw up his hands and eit down with 
a surprised look on his face. Some of 
us ii frightens; others feel like fixing 
bayonets and getting even. It makes 
you swear to think you have to take 
it. 

"Every night we have lo go up to 
the firing line and dig In mud— lots of 
it— under fire, and work, rain or shine. 
As things go, it is a hard life. Some- 
times things seem so funny one has to 
sit down and laugh. 

I'lrnty of Ammunition. 

"Wc have to go on with it. ir wc 
could advance oui of our present pre- 
dicament, it would raise our spirits, I 
think in the spring, as soon as H dries 
up, you will see a big scrap berc. We 
have lois of guns and ammunition 
now- Wc can hold this line against 
anything, and will do it. 

"Wo arc forming a 3rd Canadian Di- 
vision, and we aro the only old men in 
it. • » _ 

"Talking about guns, f guess wc fire 
fifty rounds to the Huns' one. While 
wo were up last week, the Huns ran 
a big gun up on a track and shelled 
our village. It was awful for an nour 
or so. They killed a bunch of civil- 
ians and a few soldiers, including one 
of our men. They try gas at every op. 
portunity. 

"Have seen quite a bit of the coun- 
try. We marched In easy stages from 

to the sea. AVas at for 

a while, where the cathedral was, "ir.i 
on to Abbey ville, Etampes, Boulogne, 
Calais, Ilazcbrouck, etc. We saw lots 
og Canadians."

THE TEKf E>TEN AKF 

OF SHAKLSPf AlE 

London, Eng.— in a letter to tbe 
près?, Mr. Goliancz, the honcraiy sec- 
letary to the Shakespeare tercenten- 
ary committee, says that arrange- 
ments am being made for a very 
simple and dignified observance of 
the tercentenary in consonanco with 
the mood of tbe nations under pres- 
ent conditions. He proposes that the 
chinches should, as is the practice at 
Stratford Itself, pay a tribute of vene- 
ration to Shakespeare and all that be 
represents, on a fixed Sunday near 
the date of tho festival ; tbnt 
actors, If they so desire, should ar- 
range for the special performance of 
one of tbe plays, if possible, for the 
benefit of these members of the pro- 
fession who have suffered from tbe 
tvar: that ficbo.it children should be 
reminded of Shakespeare's ideals as 
an Englishman and a patriot; and 
that Empire day should he. made to 
coincide with the date of tbe festival. 



Dean Adams delivered the first of a 
series of Sunday afternoon lectures lu 
Strathcona Hall yesterday at 4 o'clock. 
He chose as his topic, "The Inspira- 
tion or the Bible," and accounted for 
this choice by the fact that so many 
men coming for the first tlmo to the 
University from the country have thu 
props knocked from beneath their be- 
liefs, and arc apt to be reduced to an 
extremely chaotic state of mind. 

The aim of a college education is 
the discovery of truth, and It. !a hy ! 
means of science and philosophy thai 
tho student seeks lo establish facts.' 
Of late years the Theological Colleger 
have swung around in their altitude 
toward the inspiration of the Bible. 
The old bcliof that the Bible is a book 
Inspired nom cover to cover has to a 
great extent, been gradually aud justly 
displaced by more firmly established 
views. But men in acquiring these 
new ideas are only too apt to come to 
regard the Bible as totally lacking in 
inspiration. Therefore the question 
which faces us is how and in what de- 
gree the Bible is inspired. 

The Dean proceeded to point out the 
obstacles which stood In the path of 
the believer In a literally inspired 
Bible. He mentioned the various 
translations, the Wycllff, the Tyudalc, 
the Coverdale, the Mathews, the Great 
Bible, the Geneva Bible, the Breeches 
Bible, Bishops' Bible, tbe Authorized 
Version and the Revised Version. If 
we are to believe our Authorized or 
Revised Versions as inspired from 
cover to cover, wc must likewise re- 
gard each of tho numerous transla- 
tions which preceded them- But In 
order to acquire a satisfactory under- 
standing of the question, we must 
turn our attention further back and 
consider some of tho earliest manu- 
script. But even these are written by 
the original prophets and apostles, so 
that it is quite evident thai the Bible 
is inspired in spirit and not in actual 
letter as was formerly and is by many 
at present believed. 

The Bible la according to the mod- 
ern idea, The Word of God, and 
though this expression occurs three or 
four hundred times throughout the 
Book yet It never rofere to Itself. Peo- 
ple claim for the Bible that which it 
for Itself does not claim. Nowhere 
docs It claim to be inspired. With re- 
ference to the Bible as a book of the 
world Dean Adams' deemed it superior 
lu every way to other works of litera- 
ture. "It is really a library, not a sin- 
gle book. It is a progressive revela- 
tion of God to man." A revelation 
which though during the primitive 
state of man is limited, broadens and 
acquires importance as human devel- 
opment progresses^ The Uiblc consists 
of tbe teachings of prophets and 
apoetlcs in their endeavor to lead the 
people of Israel from fetlcism and 
idolatry to the highest state of Mono- 
theism. 

In conclusion Dr. Adams compared 
inspiration to a stream, which, rising 
in an isolated spot gradually broadens 
and increase* In volume as It flowed 
on. 

This as was intimated above was fho 
first of a series of lectures to be de- 
livered by Dean Adams on Sunday 
afternoons in Strathcona Hall. Next 
Sunday at 4.U0 p.m. a lecture will be 
given upon the subject "Evolution and 
It relation to religion."
